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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This is in response to the Office Action dated June 11, 2008, in which the Examiner has 
required election of one of the three following species: (1) a filmogenic agent selected from those 
disclosed in instant Claim 6; (2) an additional emulsifying system selected from those disclosed in 
instant Claim 7; and (3) a sunscreen system selected from those disclosed in instant Claim 10. 

Applicant hereby provisionally elects the following species: 

(1) a filmogenic agent: cyclomethicone readable on Claims 1-30; 

(2) an additional emulsifying system: fatty alcohol readable on Claims 1-30; and 

(3) a sunscreen system: cinnamic acid readable on Claims 1-30. 

Applicant expressly reserves the right to rejoin non-elected species upon allowance of a 
generic claim. Applicant also expressly reserves the right to file divisional applications or take such 
other appropriate measures deemed necessary to protect the inventions of the unelected species.
